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_Crime Figures
From 67 Cities
Rise Since 1936

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (UP.)
~The Federal Burecau of In-
vestigation has revealed a def-
inite  relation between . the
amount of crime and the number
of police employes in the cities
of the United States,

The finding Is particularly
significant in view of the fact
that increases were reported
from 67 cities with an aggre-
gate population of 19,003,302
during the first six months of
1937,

Director J. Edgar Hoover said
an analysis, based on crime fig-
ures for 1936, showed that cities
having an average of slightly
more than two police per 1,000
population reported five murders
for each 100,000 population,
while cities having an average
of approximately one officer for
each 1,000 population reported
slightly less than 10 murders for
each 100,000 population.

The same relationship was
shown in figures .for robbery,
aggravated —assault, - burglary
and larceny, he said.

Increase is general

In addition to having approx-
imately 90 percent more murders
than the citics with two police
per 100,000, the second group
reported 67 percent more rob-
beries, 63 percent more aggra-
vated assaults, 44 percent more

Wburglaries and 47 percent more
thefts.

“While " it is. doubtless true
that much improvement in com-
bating crime can be expected
from the increased number of

Would Cost Less

If such a drainage plan for
Bixby slough were undertaken
it would render available for in-
dustrial or other usc a territory
over two miles wide and five
miles in depth to the harbor
basin. With little additional, ex-
pense the Keysfone-Lomita area
could also be drained, and for a
reasonable figure such a, drain-
age canal could be extended to
effectively include the Nigger
Slough-Gardena Valley drainage
to Alondra Park embracing the
entire Los Angeles Shoestring
arca, Andreani states.

“By encouraging cooperation
